British Colombia as a' 'Speculation " 
Tim London Adwertissr says: — ".Some 
things go to hIiow that the annexation of 
outlying Provinces to the Dominion 13 
not such a bad speculation after fill. Fur 
instance, in face oi' the fact that the com- 
merce of Canada as a whole fell away a 
considerable sum the last year, the tran- 
sactions of Piinco Edward Island and of 
British Columbia increased. They havo 
evidently not suffered like the rest from 
the general depression. Columbia's trade 
expanded over 25 por cent. For the yoar 
ending June 30th, 1874, the added value 
of exports and imports was 84,168,960; 
for the year ending Juno 30th, 1875, the 
amount was 85,315,405. Prineo Edward 
Island rose in the sumo period from £2,- 
635,825 to 83,291,880, Meantime Ontar- 
io foil off one million, Nova Scotia one 
million, Manitoba nearly a million and 
Quebeo about oight millions, New Bruns- 
wick declined less than four hundred 
thousand." We are glad that our Lou- 
don contemporary has found that the ac- 
quisition of British Columbia "is not 
such a bad speculation after all." Wo 
hope that in future references to tho Pro- 
vince'the Advertiser will not forget to do 
ns justice, which it has certainly not 
done in the past.

Editor Colonist. — I t»ko it to bo tho 
function of the public pross to diroct po- 
pular thought and opinion in tho way of 
truth. Permit mo to say that I think the 
press of Victoria has been somewhat ro- 
miss in its duty in this respect touching 
tho Minute of tho Canadian Privy Coun- 
cil some woeks since promulgated through 
your widely circulated journal. 

1 havo been struck with tho strangely 
diverse interpretation of that state paper 
by tho public. Some thero are who, a's 1 
think correctly, regard it as a simple pro- 
posal to substitute a money payment of 
8750,000 for tho Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
Railway. Others, and I am sgrry to think 
by far tho greater number, see in it, or 
profess to see in it, the principle of repu- 
diation of tho entire railway obligations 
undertaken by Canada in the Treaty of 
Union entered into with this Province. 

Now, whatever latent suspicion of bad 
faith may lurk in Columbia's mind, I sub- 
mit that thoro is nothing in tho text of 
tho Minute to justify such a ohargo 
against tho Dominion Government as has 
been made by your local contemporary 
and not challenged, so far as I am awaro, 
by you. 

Iu an important matter of this kind it 
is right that every honest mind should 
desire, and I would respectfully recom 
mend a careful perusal of tho document 
in the light of the following oxtract from 
tho bpeeeh delivered at Sarnia by tho Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie shortly after tho date of 
the Minute: 

"It (the Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway 
Bill) was defeated at all events; and that 
imposes on tho Government now the duty 
of considering what can be dona in con- 
nection with THIS PARTICULAR PART 
of Lord Carnarvon's recommendation in 
order to satisfy tho people of that Pro- 
vince, and I hopo we shall bo able to 
mako suoh a propositio" to them as will 
oommand tho support of tho reasonable 
men in that Province and securo a settle- 
ment of this matter which will bo perma- 
nent." 

Let it be remembered that tho Canadian 
Premior uttered these words iu tho most 
public manner after tho Minute hud been 
drawn up and with the fullest knowledge 
of its contents and import, and the con- 
clusion is inevitable, even to thoso Minds 
who fancied they discovered wholesale 
repudiation lurking under the lines of 
that document, that tho operations and 
effect of this fresh proposition were ne- 
ver intended to extend beyend "this par- 
ticular part of Lord Carnarvon's recom- 
mendations." 

I am painfully eonscious of the exist- 
ence of thoso in our midst, calling them- 
selves politicians, who aro eagoriy en- 
gaged in endeavoring to indoctrinate tho 
other view — teaching tho people of this 
Province to think of Canada as thoir na- 
tural enemy. But I cannot think so ill 
of tho intelligence of Columbians as to 
believe that tho selfish and unpatriotic 
motives of these schemers aro not under- 
stood. "Help us to light Mackonzio" was 
their battle cry during the lato elections. 
A pretty mess they havo made of it — ac- 
cepting their own interpretation of tho 
last "Minute of Council!"

Editor Colonist:— I ask permission, 
respei tfully, to write a few linos to you 
about the Graving-dock »t Esquimalt — a 
public work, which, for several ror ous, 
is likely to do much good to the province 
at lar^o. 

It is un undert king which, as is woll 
known. I, as an outsider, ha\e been 
strongly advocating for ten years p.st, 
trying in a humble way m givo it apjsh 
here, and a push there, so thut our hopes 
with respect to it might bo satisfactorily 
realized. 

Tho railway is a big affair, and so is the 
dock. Lot us not deceive ourselves as to 
tho difficulty of tho latter undertaking; 
other colonial agents in London havo of- 
ten expressed astonishment to mo that 
so small a province had Buccoodcd ingot- 
ting tho dock even to the stage it has now 
reached. Tho English side of tho dock 
history is well known by me. Within 
this English side several matters nro con- 
tained on which you appear to require in- 
formation, and it seems to bn both just 
and expedient that I should offer this in- 
formation to the public, through your 
colums, Beeing that your remarks in- 
juriously affect absent persons, and seeing 
that I myself am compelled to loavo tho 
province at an early date, and shall not 
bo hero to givo information whou it might 
possibly be wanted . 

I cannot refrain from the observa- 
tion that we run a vory serious and dam- 
aging rink of making the provinee ridicu- 
lous by getting up a semi-political squab- 
ble over what in England," or evon in Ca- 
nada, would be a very small contract — 
thoro being no oooasiou for any such 
squabble at all. 

In your articles on tho coffordam baii- 
noss, you state, in effect, that Messrs. 
Hay ward & Jenkinson and Messrs. Recti 
Bros. & Co. woro in collusion in tender- 
ing for it; and you further state, that 
Mosiru. Rood Bros, * Co. appear to havo 



somo sxiecisl favor. I do not 
question your right, as n journalist, to 
watch public transactions closely, but I 
assure you thnt, in this easo, your suspi- 
cions aro unfounded and unjust. Who 
and what aro Messrs. Roed Bros. & Co.? 
'I will ask you to recall to your mind tho 
fast that tenders for tho cofferdam wero 
invited in tho United States, in Canada, 
and in England. Sorry indeed was I to 
learn tliatonlyono tender— that of Messrs. 
Reed Bros.& Oo, — was sent in from Eng- 
land. I should liko to havo seen a dozen. 
I was not personally in England when 
thoso last tenders were invited, and my 
first knowledge of tho amount of Messrs. 
Reed's tender was gained from tho news- 
papers hero. This firm, howovor, has 
boon reported to mo, in private letters, as 
a firm of high standing, which has lately 
finished a largo railway contract in Eng- 
land, and has considerable Canadian un- 
dertakings iu hand. It has also boon 
stated to me, in explanation of their offer- 
ng for (to them) so smill a work as tho 
cofferdam, that they wished to be on tho 
spot to havo a fair opportunity of com- 
peting for Canadian Pacific Railway work, 
on this side of tho continent. 

I stato to you simply what has beon 
stated to me about them. Thoy are not 
frionds of mine, and probably know little 
about me except my name, as having an 
office in London connected with tho Pro- 
vince. Assuredly, thoy never heard of 
Messrs. Hayward >t Jcnkinson's name, 
or tho name, probably of any other firm 
in British Columbia. Messrs. Reed's ten- 
der, as we all know from the newspapers, 
was not tho lowest, and was not accepted. 
Desirable though it is to draw tho eyos 
of important English firms to this Pro- 
vince, yot wo could not help being glad 
that a local contractor had got tho work. 
Hero onds the first scene. 
The second soono opened, subsequent- 
ly, in tho manner following: 

Tho Attorney of Messrs. Hayward A' 
Jenkinson went to my firm hero and stat- 
od that Messrs. Hayward it Jenkinson, in 
view of general arrangements fur the 
convenience of their othor business, wish- 
ed to uso their right of subletting or as- 
signing their contract, and tho question 
was asked of me (as a man doing busi- 
ness hero) if I could suggest any way of 
opening negotiations with Messrs. Reed 
Bros, k Co. I replied that all I know 
about Messrs. Reed was what is stated at 
tho beginning of this Jettsr. and that 1 pre- 
sumed negotiations could bo opouotl by 
telegram. A telegram was prepared by 
Messrs. Hayward. and tho difficulty then 
presented itself of Messrs. Reed not 
knowing Messrs. Ilayward's name. I met 
this by saying to the Attorney of Messrs. 
Hayward, that, if it would tend to servo 
nuy good public object, I should allow 
my name to be. ntlixed to their telegram. 
I further stated that I would not expert 
to receive from thom any gratuity or con- 
sideration whatsoever, though a business 
commission ordinarily, would attnch to 
such a transaction. On this footing.! few 
telegrams were exchanged, b.ut I of course 
cannot stato to tbo public tho contents of 
tho telograms, inasmuch as tho matter is 
wholly tho private business of Messrs. 
Hayward k. Jenkinson and of Messrs. 
Reed Bros. & Co. Having thus helped 
as far as I could, under tho circumstan- 
ces, to promote, ns 1 thought, the public 
interests connected with tho cofferdam I 
handed tho mutter over to a legal agent 
to act for Messrs. Reed, and I took no 
further aeJivo steps in the matter. 
Horo ends tho second scene. 
Those, thou, being tho facts, what is 
tho general bearing of thuui, so far as 
tho public aro concerned? It seems to 
me that tho following may bo said. If, as 
you allego, Messrs. Recti are to stand in 
Messrs. Ilayward's shoes, I venture to 
affirm (on tho information which has 
reached mo, as above stated,) thnt as re- 
gards the construction of the cofferdam, 
tho matter is on an extremely satista. tjry 
footing. Tho contract money must bo 
tho same to one firm as tho other, there- 
fore there can bo no question of loss tu 
the. Province Tho contract time— name- 
ly, nino months— ps fixed by tho Chief 
Engineer, will sti'l hold good; therefore 
thoro can be no question of dolay. You 
will have tho work m the hands of a 
wealthy and experienced English firm, 
who, now tho railway seems ' dished,'' 
will probably not care to prolong their 
connection with sbis very distant part of 
tho world (particularly when thoir agent, 
who you say in at San Francisco, sees tho 
newspaper welcome already accorded to 
him), and who therefore at whatever loss, 
will push through tho littio cofferdam 
work boldly and straightly, and then 
"clear out" for "fresh woods and pas- 
tures new." I sincerely hopo thoy will 
not, on loaving us, make a mental mem- 
orandum, as a reminder for themselves 
and friends, against British Columbia 
undertakings in tin; future. 

With res-pest to other portions of your 
articles, let me remind you that if you 
build a cofferdam, or a dock, yon must 
have — as you now have— a first class chief 
engineer, approved by tho Admiralty, ami 
you must pay that engineer iu tho ordi- 
nary way— by commission. 

Tho amount of commission, payable 
through tho hands of tho Province, will 
not be more or less, whether the chief 
engineer keeps nt his own cost, ono or 
more resident engineers hero, such as 
Mr. Bennett, Toattaokthe chief engi- 
neer, therefore, or his reproBODtativo hero, 
with respect to their own private busi- 
ness, is both unbecoming and unfair, and 
I havo sufficient confidence in your well- 
krown personal courtesy to feel assured, 
that, after this explanation, these attacks 
will not bo repeated. 

Attack these professional men, wnen 
you find them tripping on professional 
points connected with the dock; but not 
till then, and not oven then, until you 
havo proved the correctness of your en- 
gineering criticism by reference to the 
Director of Works at the Admiralty, Lon- 
don. 

The construction of this dock is n t 
an ordinary Lands k. Works nil. nr. T in 
public here, perhaps, have to some ex 
tont lost sight of a fact which is uecesBiir- 
ily very familiar to me, namely, that in 
consideration of the large money aid pro- 
mised by England — whoso lightest pro- 
mises (unlike .some Turkish repudiatOrs 
I could mention ) nro sacred bonds, eve- 
ry important matter connected with the 
dock, for instance, its dimensions and 
material, its pumps mid macUinery, the 
kind of ontranco gato, the inspection of 
cement, the appointment of a chief engi- 
neer, and so forth, has to be submitted 
for the approval of the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty through the Director of Works. 
But, enough of explanations! What is 
the common sense view of this dock busi- 
ness at tho stage which, you say, has now 
beon reached? I mean no disparagement 
of Mossrs. Hayward & Jonkinson— thoy 
have an established character as aontrao- 
tors iu tho Piovinoe; hut if your stato-/ 



ments with respect,. to their having trans- 
ferred tho cofferdam contract, to Messrs. 
Rjod aro correct, it is vory satisfactory 
that thoir substitutes are a firm of exper- 
ience and wealth, which, without chang- 
ing contract figures or contract time, will 
finish, in good business stylo, the prelim- 
inary portion of a public work which we 
all so much wish to seo completed. Tho 
ono firm must spend as much as tho other 
in tho Province, with tho exception, in 
the case of tho English firm, of tho small 
profit— perhaps nouo at all — which they 
may derive from tho contract and lake 
away to England. If their hopes in re- 
spect of profits (liko so many of our own 
hopes) aro doomed to bo disappointed, 
lot their agent at least take back with him 
pleasant recollections of this placo and 
pooplo. 

Do uot lot us unnecessarily wound the 
feelings and alienate tho good thoughts 
of professional or othor mon who come 
hero, temporarily, for legitimate busiuoss 
purposes, and who como, practically, on 
our own invitation. I see much harm 
and no good te tho Proviuco, from this 
lino of action.
